eral welfare and insure the domestic tranquility of the 
American 
people. 


Our free government was instituted for that purpose. 


W e are here to work out our own salvation with fear and trembling. 


And if we have any time or energy over and above our own problems 


we are in duty bound to help our neighbors on this continent. 


It is high time some persons should read what Washington said in his 


farewell address concerning the danger of entangling alliances with E u ro ­ 


pean states.—St. Paul News.
